The disc covers five 
years — currently 1988 - present. It Is 
excellent resource lor information on peo- 
ple, politics, current affairs, education, law, 
broadcasting, business and more. 

COMPUTER SELECT 

Computer Select contains the current year's 
articles from over 1 70 computer related pe- 
riodicals.
